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DETAILED ACTION 

Park (WO 02/09180) disclose an electronic circuit having a plurality of electrical 
contacts leading to the outside of the housing via individual electrical conductors (1 2), 
comprising: a floor plate (10); a cover (20); 

a seal (16, 28) between the floor plate and the cover; the electrical conductors are led 
in a frame (14) and are positioned fixedly with respect to one another, the frame being 
situated between the floor plate and the cover; and the frame defines at least one of 
relative positions and relative clearances of the floor plate, the cover and the electrical 
conductors with respect to one another in the housing (Fig 1 ). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The limitation "the seal is configured as a single part for sealing a gap between 
the floor plate and the cover" of claim 18, "providing the seal in a single part form in a 
gap between the floor plate and the cover" of claims 24, 26 in combination with other 
limitations present is neither taught nor disclosed in the prior art of record.
